lusurgeut Soldiers, ludieuaut Over Gen- 


eral ttrooko's Ordur, Reported tn Have 
Taken the IfiolU—Cablegrams Seiit to 
DIvKinley Asking Tliat They Ho Allow, 
ed to Participate lu Demonstration, 


Havana, Dec. 30.—Startling rumors 


are flying about and are given credence 
by 
excited 
crowds 
thronging 
the 


streets. 
It was reported early this 


evening that General Mariano Menocal 
and his Cuban, forces at La Paya had 
been asked to take the oath of alle- 
giance to the "United States and had 
refused. 
The news that Cuban sol- 


diers had refused to take the oath of 
allegiance was -cheered by the crowd, 
aad 
mounted 
insurgents 
clattered 


through, the town, telling the people 
in the street that General Menocal 
had withdrawn his troops from La 
Paya and taken to the field. 


This story, regardless of its truth or 


falsity, .is chiefly worthy of serious at- 
teation. because of the eagerness with 
which it was received by the crowds 
who insisted upon its truth. 
They 


justified 
General Menocal's 
reported 


action. 
The situation grows out of 


the refusal of General Brooke's permit 
for the participation of Cuban troops 
in the exercises on evacuation day. 
The feeling in Havana is intense. The 
United States flag was torn down from 
many houses in the lower districts of 
the city tonight. 


Appeal to President McKinley. 


Upper class Cubans sent cablegrams 


without number to President McKin- 
ley begging him to interfere. Cable- 
grams have been sent broadcast over 
the United States asking for public 
meetings and appealing to the common 
sense and justice of the American 
people. 


The Cuban leaders here are doing 


everything possible to prevent an out- 
burst, but say that if General Brooke's 
command is carried out not only will 
they be helpless, but they will think 
whatever happens to have been caused 
by what they consider the arbitrary 
and unjust action of the United States. 


Judge Advocate Charles 
Gould of 


the American commission 
cabled to 


President McKinley that there is in- 
tense uneasiness in the situation here 
and advising that the Cubans be per- 
mitted to participate in the evacuation 
ceremonies. 
Late at night no word 


had been received from the president 
regarding the matter. 


The more excitable of the popula- 


tion of Havana's lower districts are 
beginning to hoot the American sol- 
diers. 
The higher class Cubans are 


bitterly chagrined and disappointed at 
the turn affairs have taken. 
They 


hardly know what to say or do. Their 
plans were to have 1,000 picked men, 
the flower of the 
insurgent army, 


march into Havana Jan. 1. The Cuban 
soldiers came into camp at La Paya 
and Mariano with the understanding 
that they were mai-chlng to Havana 
for evacuation day. They bought new 
uniforms in honor of the occasion. 


The streets of Havana have been 


most lavishly decorated. The people 
intended to met the insurgent soldiers 
at the outskirts and escort them with 
music and cheering to the prado. The 
soldiers are the popular ideal of the 
people of Havana. 
The entrance of 


the Cuban soldiers into Havana, has 
l>eeu the dream of the people of the 
unhappy island for 50 years. During 
the late war Havana has ever been 
the objective point. 
Now Spain has 


been driven out, but the Cuban sol- 
diers must not enter. 


Dead Snlcliera to 
T5e Urotifjlit Homo. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—General Lud- 


ington, quartermaster general of the 
army, has completed arrangements for 
bringing back to this country 
the 


bodies of American officers and soldiers 
interred at and in the vicinity of San- 
tiago, Cuba, Ponce and other points in

Rico, Manilla and Honolulu. 


The graves have been carefully marked 
by officials of the quartermaster's de- 
partment, who have gone over the sev- 
eral fields 
and ha.ve 
succeeded 
in 


identifying nearly all American dead. 


Cold Wave Coming.

signal service announces the approach 
from the northwest of the most severe 
cold wave this season. 
By Saturday 


morning, it is predicted, zero weather 
v.'ili prevail in Chicago and the entire 
lake* region. 
The thermometer regis- 


tered from IS to 24 degrees below zero 
in the Northwest territory, the low 
Mark being reached at Winnipeg.

MURDERED 


Was Willie Dicus According 


to Coroner's Verdict, 


Which Was Returned Thursday After- 


noon—How Dicus Got Knapp's 


Identification Cards. 


The question of how William B. 


Dicus, the young man killed on the 
K. & W. tracks south of this city, got W. Brown, 
possession of the identification tag of 
Fred A. Knapp. of TS 
Tew Albany, 


Ind., was settled this morning, when 
Coroner Streitenberger received a let- 
ter from Mr. Mark Bobbins, superin- 
tendent of police at Anderson, In- 
diana. 


The coroner had written to Chief 


Bobbins, asking that he interview 
Knapp and find out about the matter, 
and this was done. Knapp was shown 
tbe photograph of Dicus and recog- 
nized it. at once as that of a man he 
had met at Greensburg, Ind., Decem- 
ber 10th. 
They had sat on the rail- 


road ties and talked together for two 
hours or more, and in the course of 
the conversation Knapp had shown 
his companion his identification tag. 


He had not seen it since that time, 


and it is supposed Dicus must have 
stolen it,- though for what purpose it 
is difficult to imagine, as the tag had 
no intrinsic value. 


Dicus told Knapp that he had been 


arrested at Mt. "Vernon for vagranr.y 
on November 30th or December 1st 
and had been turned loose the next 
day. 


Coroner. Streitenberger 
returned 


his verdict in the case this afternoon. 
He gives the cause of death as un- 
known, and states that the indica- 
tions show Dicus was not killed by 
being run over by the train.—Chilli- 
cothe Advertiser. 


Dicus, as explained in Tuesday's 


Times, is a former Portsmouth boy 
and a grandson of Mrs. Warren, who 
now lives at tbe Home for Aged 
Women.
